Weare killing the weak and the help- 
less —- we as a nation should not be 
doing this.” 

The Right to Life group is working 
on getting a bill passed by the legisla- 
ture that would “concentrate on ban- 
ning abortion as a means of birth con- 
trol,” Nilson said. 

Less than 1.5 percent of the 4,149 
abortions performed in Utah in 1988 
were the result of rape, incest or to 
save the mother’s life, Nilson said. “It 
is being used as a method of birth 
control in Utah,” she said. 

The group is also hoping for a bill 
which would “make provisions for 


civil prosecution instead of criminal 
prosecution,” so those who perform 
abortions cannot claim excuses of li- 
ability if women are harmed, Nilson 
said. “One in every three women who 
have abortions will never bear chil- 
dren again. The bill will prosecute the 
traffickers, not the women.” 

Don LeFevre, spokesman officer 
for The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints, said the Church’s 
stand on abortion is that it is “among 
the most serious transgressions and is 
acceptable only in cases of rape, in- 
cest, when according to medical au- 
thorities the fetus has such severe de- 
fects that it will not live beyond birth, 
and when the health or life of the 
mother is in jeopardy.” 

Karrie Galloway, director of 
Planned Parenthood of Utah, said she 
considers abortion a moral issue.

A 9-year-old boy, who was injured 
Saturday after a blasting cap deto- 
‘nated in his hand, has set an interest- 
if ing introduction to an Explosion 
1} Amnesty Program being imple- 
ij mented in Utah County, said a Utah 
)} County Sheriff Detective. 

“The boy hooked it (the cap) to his 
video game, thinking it was a bat- 
tery,” said Utah County Sheriff De- 
tective Dennis Howard. 

The boy ignited the cap by connect- 
ing it to the existing battery powering 
his hand-held video game, said 
Howard. He said the boy has since 
undergone surgery to reconstruct the 
remaining portion of his hand. 

“His ring finger had to be recon- 
44 structed and pinned. And his palm 
/] +was reshaped to conform to his ring 
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finger, which is now the last finger on 
his hand,” said Howard. 

The program, sponsored by the 
Utah County Sheriff and Provo City 
Police, enables residents to give any 
explosive devices or ordnance to the 
police without questions, said Sgt. 
Jim Tracy of the UCSD. 

As explosive material ages it be- 
comes unstable and may detonate 
spontaneously, said Capt. Owen 
Quarnberg of UCSD. 

“We know that schools use chemi- 
eals, such as picrie acid, which be- 
comes unstable with age and will 
spontaneously combust,” said Quarn- 
berg. 

He said people may have explo- 
sives lying around and not know it. 

“People may have explosives or old 
military ordnance sitting in their 
garage and not realize the danger,” 
said Quarnberg.

Students lobby for bill allowing extension of their U.S. visit

SALT LAKE CITY — Chinese 
students studying in Utah have con- 
tacted Utah’s two senators for help in 
overriding President Bush’s veto of 
an emergency immigration bill. 

Wei Zhang, Chinese student coor- 
dinator for the University of Utah, 
Brigham Young University and Utah 
State University, said the Emer- 
gency Immigration Relief Act sailed 
through the House and Senate in 
November without opposition, only 
to be vetoed by Bush. 

The bill would have allowed Chi- 
nese students to amend their visa 
status and remain in the United 
States at the end of their schooling 
instead of returning to China. 

Current restrictions of the typical 
J-1 student visa require a two-year 
return home before they could travel 


again to the United States, Zhang 
said. 

But many of the 1,200 or so Chinese 
students in Utah participated in pro- 
democracy protests here while their 
peers in China were protesting, and 
dying, in Tiananmen Square. 

“We're afraid if we go back we'll be 
severely punished. It has been an- 
nounced by the Chinese government. 
They’ve stated the student union here 
is illegal, that it’s counterrevolution- 
ary,” said one student who didn’t 
want his name disclosed for fear of 
reprisals against his family at home. 

Prison and even threats of death 
face Chinese students in the United 
States who have been linked with ac- 
tions against the Chinese govern- 
ment, several students said.

Speaker says world 
marketing essential

Utah’s business community ought 
to learn to compete in Japan and Eu- 
rope because foreign companies are 
preparing to compete in Utah. This 
was the theme of a day-long confer- 
ence for Utah business people spon- 
sored by Utah Rep. Howard Nielson. 

“If the odds and culture change is so 
tough for companies that compete 
with Japan, you might ask why should 
I bother,” Samuel Harrell, president 
of Semi/Sematech and a former direc- 
tor of Texas Instruments’s Japanese 
operations, said in his speech titled 
“Competing with the Pacific Rim.” 

“Let me tell you, I looked at a list of 
Utah’s chief businesses and two- 
thirds of those companies deal in in- 
dustries targeted by the Japanese. 
You may not be after them, but 
they’re after you,” he said. 

Harrell said Japan is realizing its 
40-year old goal of becoming the 
world’s economic leader. However, if 
a Utah company was willing to do 
what was necessary, Japan and the 
Pacific Rim offer opportunities for ex- 
portation and growth. 

The dramatic changes in Eastern 


Europe and the 1992 merger of 12 
Western European countries into the 
largest economic market in the world 
are two events that are bringing the 
world closer to a one-market society. 

“People need to start thinking that 
selling Utah products in Europe is 
like selling Utah products in Califor- 
nia,” said Glen Hiemstra, the confer- 
ence’s luncheon speaker and presi- 
dent of Hiemstra International, a 
business consulting firm. 

Charles Rudolph, the director of 
the Office of European Community 
Affairs of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, said that if a company, no 
matter how small and localized, re- 
fuses to see the global market as its 
market, it will begin to have problems 
competing anywhere. 

“There’s no way around it, you 
have to globalize to compete,” he said. 

Nielson said the opportunities for 
Utah business in the world market 
were promising if the companies were 
willing to work hard for those oppor- 
tunities. 

“We have to have patience,” Niel- 
son said. “We’ve got to think in their 
terms and cater to their needs.” 

The conference was held in the 
Yarrow Hotel in Park City.

YAKIMA, Wash. — A man who 
abandoned his mute, mentally re- 
tarded son at an Idaho rest stop last 
year was formally charged here Mon- 
day with first-degree assault of the 
boy.

LaRouche’s appeals refused by court 


RICHMOND, Va. — The tax and mail fraud conspiracy convictions of 
political extremist Lyndon H. LaRouche Jr. were upheld Monday by a federal 
appeals court. 

A three-judge panel of the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals also upheld the 
convictions of six LaRouche associates in a case that stemmed from more than 
$30 million in loans raised by LaRouche’s political supporters. 

LaRouche proclaimed his innocence and that of his associates and said the 
case would be appealed further. 

LaRouche was convicted in December 1988 on 11 counts of mail fraud, one 
count of conspiracy to commit mail fraud and one count of conspiracy to 
defraud the Internal Revenue Service. 

He was sentenced to 15 years in prison and is being held at the Federal 
Medical Center in Rochester, Minn. 

“This is a pure and simple travesty of justice,” LaRouche said through 
spokeswoman, Dana Scanlon. 


Palestinian activist freed, turmoil continues 


JERUSALEM — Faisal Husseini, a leading Palestinian activist and poten- 
tial peace negotiator with Israel, was freed from jail Monday. The United 
States had called his detention an obstacle to Middle East diplomacy. 

In a related matter, Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir threatened to resign if 
he loses a vote of confidence in his right-wing Likud bloc. Likud leaders will 
meet next month on motions by hard-liners that Shamir’s peace plan’ be 
dropped. 

Attorney General Yosef Harish ordered an investigation of allegations that 
Science Minister Ezer Weizman met illegally with high officials of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. Shamir made similar accusations three 
weeks ago and forced Weizman out of the powerful Inner Cabinet. ° 

Weizman represents the center-left Labor Party, whichis in a tenuous 
“national unity” coalition with Likud. He cannot be tried unless Parliament 
lifts his legislative immunity. 

Husseini was freed after three days of questioning about suspicions that:he 
belonged to a “hostile organization” and gave other Palestinians $450 to buy 
military uniforms. : 


Congress prepares to tackle pollutants 


WASHINGTON — The Congress returning Tuesday from a long holiday 
recess is all but sure to enact tougher air-pollution controls, but-battles remain 
over how much the legislation should cost and who should pay. 

“This year all interested parties know there will be a clean-air bill,” said Sen. 
Max Baucus, D-Mont., chairman of the Environmental and Public Works 
subcommittee that originated the bill and chief sponsor of the legislation. 

The Senate will be confronted on its first day back at work with a complex 
and broad clean-air bill that calls for cutting acid-rain pollutants in half, much 
tighter controls on automobile emissions and greatly reducing toxic chemical 
releases. Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell, D-Maine, expects “vigor- 
ous debate” on the bill in the next few weeks. Final passage is likely to take 
considerably longer.

SYRACUSE, N.Y. —A jury Mon- 
day night found a suspended graduate 
student guilty of federal computer 
tampering charges for unleashing a 
rogue program that crippled a nation- 
wide network of thousands of comput-., 
ers. 

Robert T. Morris, 24, faces up to 
five years in prison and a $250,000 
fine. He is the first person brought to 
trial under a 1986 federal computer 
fraud and abuse law that makes it a 
felony to break into a federal com- 
puter network and prevent autho- 
rized use of the system. 

The jury returned its verdict at 
about 9:25 p.m. after nearly six hours 
of deliberations. It began considering

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Caring for elderly 
to create more jobs

Students may not know it yet, but 
gerontology could quickly become the 
profession of the future, said the di- 
rector of gerontology studies at BYU. 

Steve Heiner said gerontology, or 
the study of aging, is a multi-disci- 
plined field in the health care industry 
that concentrates on care and treat- 
ment for the elderly. 

According to statistics released by 
C. Allen and H. Brotman in 1981, in 
1900 only four percent of Americans 
were elderly. By 1980, the growth of 
the U.S. population age 65 and over 
increased 11 percent. 

By the year 2000, 32 million people, 
or 12.2 percent, are expected to have 
reached their 65th birthday. And by 
2030, the percentage total will swell 
to 18.3 percent before it declines, 
show the statistics. 

This increase is a result on the em- 
phasis on better health and an active 
lifestyle, Heiner said. 

The bulge in population is a result 
of es post-war baby boom, Heiner 
said. 

After World War II, specifically 
between the years of 1946- 1964, the 
birthrate soared. This baby-boomer * 
generation is expectedto"have tad” 
their 65th birthday by the year 2030, 


« he said. 


Heiner said medical and technologi- 
cal advances have aided in the devel- 
opment of cures for many diseases 
that affected elderly people in the 
past. 

These advancements have added 
time, though not always life quality. 
This leaves many older Americans in 
need of care, he said. 

Because of statistics showing that 
one-third of working adults are caring 


for an elderly relative, many corpora- 
tions are providing opportunities for 
care to employees in this situation 
through adult day-care centers or re- 
tirement centers, Heiner said. The 
Marriott Corporation is one of a few 
organizations responding to this in- 
creasing demand. 

“We began purchasing several 
places and/or building retirement 
communities five years ago which of- 
fer elderly patients a continuum of 
care,” said Betty Olson, Marriott gen- 
eral information director. “People are 
living longer and are healthier and 
need facilities,” she said. 

“Very few people are trained to 
deal with all the people growing old,” 
said Robert Deloye, a senior from 
Syracuse, N.Y., majoring in geriatric 
administration. “Not many people 
know about this field. It’s just like 
oun’ it just has to catch on,” he 
said. 

The study of gerontology at BYU 
includes the five dimensions of aging 
— social, emotional, psychological, 
spiritual and physical — through 
classes and a comprehensive 
practicum, Heiner said. This 
practicum gives students practical 
experience that makes textbooks 


_come to life. Each student is required 
“to” complete 140 hours of hands-on 
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“works he sade” 

“You can talk about patients, but 
when you're actually out there is 
when you really learn,” said Suzanne 
Halterman, a senior from Salt Lake 
City, majoring in health promotion. 

Paul Kramer, a first-year graduate 
student from Madison, Wis., major- 
ing in recreation management, hopes 
to take advantage of the Marriott 
Corporation opportunities through 
recreation. “Gerontology is a growing 
field with lots of possibilities,” he 
said.

Romanian defector teaches at BYU

A former Romanian computer sci- 
ence professor is now an American 
citizen and is teaching at BYU. 

Aurel Cornell had a nice home, a 
good job and was socially respected in 
his country. In spite of this, he de- 
fected from Romania in 1980 “because 
of what the whole world saw on TV; 
terror, political oppression, total lack 
of freedom,” he said. 

Cornell said it took him a long time 
to make the decision to leave. He got 
his first exposure to America in 1968 
when the Romanian government sent 
him to the University of Illinois to do 
doctorate work. 

Upon his return to Romania in 
1970, he was denied traveling privi- 
leges, he said. 

“They (the Romanian government) 
said I was infected with capitalism. 
Because of this I was very closely su- 
pervised by many unknown eyes,” 
Cornell said. 

He said it took him 10 years to get a 
passport again. When he finally did 
receive a passport, he visited the 
ETH Institute in Zurich, Switzer- 
land. 

He never went back to Romania 
again. 

Cornell said that before defecting, 


he and his wife debated for a year: 
whether he should leave the country. 
He said to leave the country would 
mean leaving his wife and daughter 
behind because they never would 
have been allowed to travel as a fam-. 
ily. “It was a very scary period,” Cor- 
nell said. 


“Just to think you were emerging 
with two shirts and that’s all. I had to 
have the courage to leave my history 
behind and to emerge into a new 
world which was full of uncertainty,” 
he said. 

In Switzerland, Cornell said he re- 
ceived assistance from two old 
friends, BYU professors Richard 
Ohran and Jens Johnson. 

“T was helped. Without help it is 
very difficult,” he said. 

It took more than two years to 
work through diplomatic channels to

“We were psychologically pre- 
pared; we knew this would happen,” 
he said. 

“We considered this part of the 
price we would have to pay for free- 
dom,” he said. 

Commenting on the Ceausescu 
regime, Cornell said at the beginning 
of his reign, Ceausescu seemed to be 
open-minded. 

“He fooled everybody in the East 
and in the West,” he said. 
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Cornell said he was surprised at the 
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events in Romania over the past few 
months. 

“T would have bet my right arm and 
right leg that this (the revolution) 
would never happen in my lifetime,” 
he said. 

He said those in Romania should 
stay in the country.

A “hack” snowboarder does no 
more damage than a “hack” skier, 
said Shilton. 

Fuller said that snowboarders 
make the slope’s grooming better by 
rounding out the bumps in way that 
skiis can’t. 

There is a negative attitude about 
snowboarding because it’s new and 
some still think it’s a fad, Fuller 
said. 

“Fun is where you find it,” Shilton 
said. I hate when someone picks up 
snowboarding then claims he will 
never ski again, he said. 

Snowboarding doesn’t eliminate 
skiing. 

The individual is merely given an- 
other alternative. The snowboard 
alternative seems to be popular this 
winter. 


At a press conference in Park City, 
Utah, Moore said he’d previously cov- 
ered the autoworkers’ plight in his 
own newspaper, The Michigan Voice, 
which he owned and operated for ten 
years. 

In the film, Roger said he had been 
fired as editor of Mother Jones for 
further publicizing the issue against 
the magazine owner's request. 

The film is about Moore’s attempt 
to confront GM chairman Roger 
Smith and bring him to Flint in order 
to show him how the layoffs had af- 
fected the town, which was the birth- 
place of both GM, and the United 
Auto Workers union. 

Moore said his purpose in making 
the film was to “get out there and stir 
it up, mix it up,”and make some peo- 
ple angry. 

“I want people leaving inspired, 
ready to act. If you’re a spectator in 
this country, it’s not a democracy,” he 
said. 

General Motors spokesman John 
Mueller said the film doesn’t deal fac- 
tually with the situation in Flint, and 
is biased against General Motors. 

Mueller quoted Roger Smith as 
saying it’s sad that the movie pokes 
fun at people having a hard time, and 
doesn’t give credit for all the positive 
things GM and Flint have been trying 
to do. 

Mueller said it’s true that 24,000 
jobs were lost in Flint in several plant 
closures, but that many of those laid 
off were now employed elsewhere. 

When questioned about the GM 
claims, Moore said they were nitpick- 
ing and missing the point. 

“And yes I’m biased,” he said, “I’m 
sick and tired of the fortune 500 run- 
ning this country.” 

Animal rights activists in Southern 
California have criticized the film for

College man calls wrong number; 
flirts with 8-year-old and mom

“Hello,” said the cheerful mascu- 
line voice on the phone. “Is Ditsy 
there?” 

“There is no one here by that 
name. You must have the wrong 
number,” I replied. 

A moment later the phone rang

I said, “No, I’ve never heard of 
Ditsy.” 

I couldn’t say that for long. In the 
next few days we received numer- 
ous calls for Ditsy. We also received 
calls for her roommates, Thistle and 
Pearl. 

“Hiya! Is Pearl there?” 

“There is no one here by that 
name. You have the wrong num- 
ber.” 

“But Pearl must live there. This 
number is on the new ward direc- 
tory.” 

I told the young man that my hus- 
band, children and I had lived in our 


apartment with our phone number for 
two-and-half years and we were all 
sure Pear! did not live there.

Utah Valley high school students 
to be educated by TV in fall 1990

Three Utah Valley school districts 


have approved a classroom television 
program, complete with commercials 
geared toward high school students. 

Channnel One, a 12-minute news 
program produced by Whittle Com- 
munications Co., is scheduled to be 
broadcast in various secondary 
schools throughout Utah Valley in 
the fall of 1990, said Michael 
Robinson, spokesman for Alpine 
School District. 

The daily program includes news 
capsules anchored by teen-age news- 
casters and also features two minutes 
of advertisements, he said. 

Not only is the program free to par- 
ticipating schools, but Whittle Com- 
munications will also provide two 
video recorders per school, a satellite 
dish and a television set for every 23 
students, said Paula Pothen, a mar- 
keting director for Whittle Communi- 
cations. 

“The educational value behind (the 
program), in many ways, outweighs 
the value of the equipment,” Pothen 
said. 

In addition to Channel One, Pothen 
said, schools will have access to a 
classroom channel which will provide 
nearly 250 educational programs and 
documentaries throughout the year. 

The Educator’s Channel, an infor- 
mational program for teachers, will 
also be available, she said. 

Though seemingly a “good deal” for 
schools, controversy arose in the 
showing of commercials as part of an 
educational program, said Dr. Vern 
Brimley, administrative assistant to 


the superintendent of Provo City » 


School District. 

Schools are also required to guar- 
antee broadcast to students 92 per- 
cent of the school year, Pothen said. 

Alpine School District approved 
Channel One on a trial basis by a vote 
of four to one, said Robinson. Board 
member David Harvey expressed 
concern about the advertising in- 
cluded. 

“T object to making students watch 
commercials as part of their educa- 
tional experience,” Harvey said. Sim- 
ilar concerns were voiced by patrons 
and board members of the Nebo and 
Provo districts.

Pothen told districts that advertis- 
ing would be carefully monitored. 
“We realize that we have great re- 
sponsibility because of all the stu- 
dents who will be watching.” 

She provided a list of excluded 
product advertising, varying from al- 
coholic beverages, feminine hygiene 
products and abortion clinics, to 
movies with an R or X rating. 

To get a taste of the program’s for- 
mat, school districts were shown a 
sample broadcast featuring Valdez 
High School’s students opinions on 


the Alaskan oil spill. 
“I thought there were some inter- 
esting approaches,” said Brimley. 


“The program provided a lot of 
informative news.” 

Sometimes termed “hip news,” the 
show’s upbeat nature helps teens to 
see how current news affects them, 
Pothen said. 

“The students are listening to 
someone considered a peer telling 
them what is going on in the world,” 
she said.
